Mobile Home Dwellers Increasing ':
At Freeway Speed, Analysist Says

A postwar development in
American living habits — liy-
ing in trailers or ‘“mobile
homes” — is currently forging
ahead at freeway spvod. An
estimated 3.5 million people
are dwelling on wheels, per:
manently, and contributing
millions of dollars to the eco-
nomic bloodstream.

Spurring the current boom is
a major expansion in the num-
ber, size and special facilities
of the trailer parks where mo-
bile home dwellers like to set-
tle down for a spell. One trade
source estimates there are now
15,000 trailer parks in opera-
tion, double the - decade-ago
total. Among the “frills” offer-
ed: swimming pools, barbecue
areas, volleyball courts, bowl
ing alleys, and pony rides for
‘the youngsters.
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IN VIEW OF THE rising
popularity of these ‘“‘outdoor
living" features, one might ex-
pect to find a concentration nr
super trailer parks in
where the climate is mild most |
of the year. To a large extent
i this is true; many of the most
“‘gee-whiz” parks are in Califor-
nia and Florida. But there are
hundreds in other states where
«mountain scenery, historical
lore and such are added attrac-
tions.
